The "Farmers' league" some months

negroes to leave.

OF A STANDARD 


Department of Agriculture Fixes a 


Plan for Measuring the 


Purify'.

Washington, Dec. £1.—A standard by 


which food products will be measured 
to ascertain their purity and whole* 
somenesB hn* boon ..-adopted- by. .the 
secretary.' of^a'grlchftirtrr.-- A commis- 
sion of expert*, after a careful exami- 
nation, .made a report* to Secretary 
Wilson of their conclusions, whleh he 
has approved. The standard will be 
used In- prosecutions under the pure 
food law to punish dealers for the 
sale of adulterated and Injurious foods. 


The Mnndnrd adopted for flour calls 


for not more than 13.5 per cent of 
moisture, not less thnn 1.3R per cent 
of nitrogen, not over I per cent of ash 
and not more than one-half per cent 
of fiber. Maize meal.-corn meal or 
Indian corn meal should contain not 
more than 12 per cent of moisture, 
not less than 1.12 per cent of nitro- 
gen, and not over 1.0 per cent of ash. 
Oatmeal, to bo wholesome, requires 
not more than 8 per c<?nt of moisture, 
l.ii per cent of crude fiber, not loss 
than 2.21 per cent of nitrogen and not 
over 2.2 per cent of ash. 


The standard for milk requires 12 


per cent of total solids, 8.5 per cent 
solids not fat and.. 3.25 per cent of 
milk fat. Condensed milk should con- 
tain at least 28 per rent of milk solids, 
of which not less than 
one-fourth 


should bo milk fat. The crnnm stand-' 
aril calls for not lees than 18 per cent 
of milk fat. while full cream or whole 
milk cheese should have not less than 
50 per cent of butter fat. 


Many other articles of common use 


nro standardized, including wines and 
liquors. The percentages of alcohol 
and of adul/crants In each are limited.

DRIFT FROM THE PLANTATION. 


lu a recent letter ot "The Montgom- 


ery Advertiser" Booker T. Washing- 
ton discusses with is usual good sense 
the question of farm labor. The south 
Is filled with 
complaints 
that the 


negroes are Irresponsible and flock 
away 
from 
the 
plantations to tho 


towns. The lack of cotton pickers Is 
today an acute difficulty, but too many 
persons devote their energies to de- 
nunciation of the blacks who do not 
do the 'work. Instead of to Intelligent 
efforts to make them contented In the 
country. 


.Mr. Washington po:nts out that tne 


drift from the farm to the town Is not 
a tendency confined to his race. The 
scarcity, of farm labor exists all over 
the country. New York la thronged 
with Idle white men who could not be 
induced to live In comfort on a farm, 
and perhniis some of the conditions 
which make rural life in the north 
unattractive to many who would ben- 
efit by It operate equally on the south- 
ern negro. 
Mr. Washington, howev- 


er. wastes no time on such consider- 
ations. He wants to help tho south 
and promote the welfare' of his own 
race. 
He believes that agricultural 


labor Is morally and economically the 
best empioyeruent for. the bull; of the 
negroes, and seeks a remedy for the 
present unfortunate drift. 
His first 


step is to find out why the negroes 
leave the country. He went among tin 
Idle colored people 
of Atlanta and 


other cities and heard thoir excuses 
for not being where they 
would be 


more useful to themselves 
and the 


community. He says: 


• "These people who have talked may 
be right. they may be wrong, they 
may state facts or they may state tin- 
truths, hut this I know, they repre- 
sent the attitude of a large class of 
colored jreople. who give the follow- 
Ing as their chief reasons for leaving 
the farms: Poor dwelling houses, loss 
of earnings each year because of un- 
scrupulous 
employers, high 
priced 


provisions, poor 
schoolhouses, short 


uchool terms, poor 
school teachers, 


Tjad treatment 
generally, lynchlngs 


and whltecapplng. fear of the prac- 
tice of peonage, a general lack of po- 
lice protection and want of encourage- 
ment." 


Mr. Washington shows that, while 


lynching and peonage 
may 
prevail 


In only a few places, the report of 


. them fllls the negroes 
everywhere 


with apprehension 
and 
sends 
the 


more ambitious 
where 
they 
think 


they will be better protected. This is 
especially true of the outrages against 
respectable colored 
people 
who by 


their prosperity have aroused the 111 
.will of the baser sort of whites. He 
avows that lynching and other out 
rages are almost entirely tho work of 
the baser minority, and demonstrates 
to the Intelligent 
property 
owning 


people the economic wrong done them 
by these enemies of the white as well 
ns the negro race. He urges the im- 
provement of country 
schools 
for 


the blacks and the Inclusion in them 
of a primary course in 
agriculture 


which would Interest the, children In 
farm life and make 
them naturally 


efficient farni workers. Then ho urg- 
es the provision of better dwellings 
and tho holding out 
of similar ap- 


peals to tho better class of negroes, 
Instead of tho pursuance of a policy 
.which puts them as low as possible 
In the scale of civilization and 'keeps 
on the farm only the least ambitious 
and efficient. 


While pointing out what the white 


employer needs to do If ho wonts trust- 
worthy negro labor, Mr. Washington 
does not forget negro 
shortcomings 


and tells his people that they must 
be law abiding, and must learn to be 
more regular and faithful If they do 
not wish to forfeit 
their right to 


earn a living In the south and make 
way for Italians -and other foreigners, 
•who will come In to do the work now 
reserved for them. As time goes on 
It looks as If the solution of the race 
problem was to be found In economic 
necessity. The south wants to -grow 
cotton and 
otherwise prosper. 
It 


wants the negro labor, and wants to 
malic It efficient. 
The desire to se- 


cure a contented and civilized work- 
Ing population must In the end over- 
come 
prejudice 
against 
anything 


.which raises the negro for fear it Is 
a portent of social 
equality. 
Mr. 


Wasnlngton holds 
that much of the 


loud declamation against tho negro Is 
now a mere matter 
of habit, 
and 


conies from men who In their private 
relations are friendly 
with 
the ne- 


groes and ready to aid In their ad- 
vancement. 
The talk Is a sort of out- 


worn political 
ritual. 
Nevertheless, 


It does harm, both by 
discouraging 


worthy negroes and 
promoting 
the 


recklessness of 
the wotlhless white 


elements.

The firm had the best business 
site In the city, but the store was nev- 
er tilled with shoppers. 
Thousands 


passed and repassed 
the jdace day 


after day without stopping. The firm 
carried an excellent line of goods and 
treated customers well, 
but only a 


few farmers and some of the old cit- 
izens of Marlon patronized the place. 
The store Is now closed for Invoice.

Section 1. Tho provisions of Sec- 


tion 925-15 of the Wisconsin Statutes 
of 1898, are hereby adopted 
by the 


city of Janesvillc, in addition to tho 
provisions of sub-chapter throe of Its 
special charter, being chapter 221 of 
the laws of 18S2, entitled "An'act to 
reduce tho act Incorporating the city 
of Jancsvllle. and tho several acts 
amendatory thereof Into one act, and 
to amend tho same," approved March 
25th, 18S2. so that, such special char- 
ter shall bo HO amended that the pro- 
visions of said Section 925-45 shall be 
a part of tho provisions, powers and 
duties therein specified In said spe- 
cial charter. Said provisions herewith 
adopted reading as follows: towlt: 


"In all other cities the comptroller 


shall, on or before tho 
first day of 


October In each year, file with the city 
cleric a detailed statement of the ex- 
penses of the city 
nnd the 
wards 


thereof during the last fiscal year, and 
such statement shall also contain an 
estimate of the expenses of the fiscal 
year and the Income for .that 
year 


from sources other than taxation. He 
shall rounlLTHlgn all contracts made 
with the city if the necessary 
funds 


bhall have been provided, to pay the 


liability that may be incurred there- 
under, and no such contract shall bo 
valid until so countersigned. He shall 
make 'a list of all certificates for. the 
payment of which special taxes aro to 
bo levied In each year In time for tho 
same to be Inserted In the tax roll 
in the form of a schedule of special 
taxes, and certify tho correctness ol 
tho same, and such certified schedule, 
shall be prlma facie evidence of tho 
legality nnd regularity of tho taxes 
levied in pursuance thereof; but no 
irregularity in the making of 
such 


list shall invalidate any. such special 
tax. 
Ho shall report 
monthly, . In 


writing, to tho council tho condition 
of the several funds of tho city nnd 
of the condition of all 
outstanding 


contracts nnd claims 
which may he 


payable out of each fund. 
Ho shall 


examine and countersign all city or 
dcrs before tho same shall bo valid, 
but shall not countersign any order 
before the money Is In the treasury to 
pay tho same.

whether founded on contract or oth- 
erwise, and determine

whether It Is properly itemized

sworn to; If on contract, whether the 
items charged aro correct, whether 
such claim was Incurred by proper au- 
thority, and generally determine its 
correctness. For the above purposes 
he may swear witnesses nnd take tes- 
timony. 
If he does not find any ob-
